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Churches seek ‘grassroots unity’ 


Ecumenism on the move in San Diego parishes

Though pastors and associates involved 
deny it, three Protestant churches and a 
Catholic parish serving the San Diego State 
University area seem ‘to have achieved true 
ecumenism. 


‘In the past year we have come a long way 


ecumenically,’’ admits Father James: Poul- 
sen, associate pastor of Blessed Sacrament 


_ Parish. 


BUT HE AGREES with the Rev. Herbert 
Christ, pastor of College Park Presbyterian 
church, who says that ‘‘we have only 
scratched the surface’’ of unity. 


However, the congregations of Blessed 


Sacrament, College Park Presbyterian, -: 


Calvary Lutheran and Wesley United 
Methodist’ have come ‘‘together’’ closely 
enough to hold a joint bank account to fund 
ecumenical activities. 


In fact, the pastors of the three Protestant 
churches were asked for their input when the 
Blessed Sacrament parish council drew up a 
“parish profile’ to aid Bishop Leo. T. Maher 
and the diocesan personnel board in finding a 
replacement for Father Poulsen who will 
leave for further study this fall. 

AND. THIS TUESDAY, April 8, the 
congregations of the four churches will meet 
for a combined parish council meeting to 
survey the needs of their community and 
propose ways to meet those needs. 


“Tt all began last year,’’ Father Poulsen 
explained, ‘‘when our parish council decided 
to contact other area churches to explore the 
possibilities of a combined lenten program.”’ 


The ministers of the churches started 
meeting and came up with a four-week lenten 
schedule, he said. ‘‘The program was held in 
one church each week, and the pastor of the 
church planned a non-Eucharistic liturgy 
from his own religious tradition.’ 


AFTER EACH program, question and 
answer sessions were held with the host 
pastor presiding. ‘‘We concluded the 
program at Blessed Sacrament with a 
modernized ‘‘Stations of the Cross,’’ and 
more than 400 people turned out,’’ Father 
Poulsen said. 


The pastors kept meeting on a weekly basis 
and next scheduled a discussion and 
reflection program on the Eucharist. An 
ecumenical Advent wreath making party 
followed. os 

“Then, during the Week of Prayer for 
Christian Unity, we had pulpit exchanges. 
And we just finished a five-week lenten

Bishop pays tribute 
to retired priests 
at Chrism Mass

“It was lovely, rivaled in beauty only by this glorious spring 
day,’’ said one woman attending the annual Chrism Mass 
offered at St. Joseph’s Cathedral on Holy Thursday. 


Parking lots surrounding the church overflowed as priests 
and laity from all parts of the diocese gathered for the Mass 
during which Bishop Leo T. Maher blessed the chrism, oil of 
the sick and oil of catechumens, to be used in all parishes 
during the coming year. 


IN ADDITION to the blessing of oils, the Chrism Mass is 
celebrated every year for the clergy. In his homily, Bishop 
Maher urged his priests to join him in “rededicating 
ourselves to priestly service.’ 


“On ordination day you received the sacrament of orders 
and became a sacrament among us,’’ the bishop said. ‘‘Christ 
asks priests to become his power, word and life. 


“As priests we must become the presence of Christ and we 
need to share the gifts that have been given us. The presence 
of Christ in us must be universal, eucharistic, reconciliatory 
and illuminating. 


_ “The priesthood is a journey of love and holiness leading to 

Christ himself,’”” Bishop Maher said. He also had special 

words of thanks for retired priests for their “continuing 
efforts toward building up the Church here.”’ 


AS AIRPLANES buzzed noisily by, the Cathedral choir, 
with the congregation, sang parts of the Mass in Latin, 
including the ‘‘Kyrie’’, ‘‘Gloria’’, ‘‘Sanctus’’ and “Agnus 
Deis : 

Even;the motets were old Latin favorites including ‘‘Veni 
Sancte Spiritus’ (‘Come Holy Spirit’’) at the offertory 
bringing a touch of nostalgia to the occasion which also 
honored retired priests ordained long before Vatican II 
brought in the vernacular Mass. :

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A time to keep

The Dead Sea will make you weep 


[Michael Newman is on assignment in the Middle 
East. These notes were written following his visit to 
Israel last November]. 


If you’re used to the beaches of Southern 
California, don’t dive into the Dead Sea. At 1,292 
feet below sea level and with 25 per cent of solid 
mineral substance, it will make you bob up again 
with tears in your eyes. The water is as bouyant as 
they say. It is also warm, somewhat sticky and 
slippery at the same time. And you can literally 
““sit’’ in it. But it stings your eyes. It will also 
pinpoint any tender spots on your body in the same 
way. 

It seemed almost unreal to sit in the luxury of the 
Pan American Dead Sea Hotel (Cable address 
PANAMSODOM) at the lowest point in the world 
and reflect on the Dead Sea Scrolls, discovered a 
few miles along the road. Containing, among other 
finds, the complete Hebrew text of Isaiah, the 
scrolls were discovered by chance—and by a 
shepherd—tucked into one of the many caves set in 
the towering hills above the sea. The Essenes who 
wrote the scrolls, evidently rushed to hide their 
possessions when under siege 2,000 years ago. And 
the scrolls are part of their treasure of knowledge. 


The hot, heavy air of Sodom gives way to the 
sharper, brisker air of Jericho, Bethany and beyond 
as you rise from the Dead Sea, rather like coming 
up to San Diego from El Centro. And after about 
the same distance you arrive at Jerusalem, the Holy 
City, where Christians, Moslems and Jews have 
their shrines. For the Jews the Wailing or Western 
Wall transcends all else—the major remaining wall 
from the Temple destroyed in 70 A.D. 


For Moslems the ‘‘heart’’ beats in the Dome of 
the Rock, or Mosque of Omar, and for Christians 
the memories are stirred by the Via Dolorosa and 
the church of the Holy Sepulchre, scene of Christ’s 
crucifixion. They. don’t have collection plates at the 
Wall or the Mosque, but the custodians of most of 
the Christian shrines are quick as ever with the 
‘‘donation’’ demand, particularly the Greek 
Orthodox. 


Tradition or fact? si | Be er 

The oft-raised question throughout the Holy 
Land is: Did it really happen here? Whether it’s the 
crucifixion, Peter’s denial of Christ, the Sermon on 
the Mount, the miracle of the loaves and fishes, or 
whatever, how accurate is the location? Our guide, 
Touvia Novoth (‘‘in America it would be Tobit 
Nabors’’) said, in case of doubt, ‘‘If it didn’t 
happen here, it should have.’’ Which is as good a 
philosophy as ever. But in Cana, for instance, you 
can find five churches or spots commemorating the 
first miracle of Christ at the wedding, where such 
excellent wine was poured from water jugs. 


There is only one Garden of Gethsemane, with its 
long-lived olive trees. But whether the rock in front 
of the altar is the actual rock on which Christ prayed 
is not really important.. Certainly, helping to 
celebrate Mass at that rock within the church of the 
garden, was a moving experience, the first of many 
during eight days in Israel last year. 


No photographs by request 


The Jews and Moslems are far more strict about 
photographs than the custodians at most of the 
Christian shrines. At the Wailing Wall, for 


instance, guards prevent you photographing. the 
many rabbis praying at the wall on the Sabbath. In 
fact photography of any Jewish ceremony is taboo. 
And when | raised my camera to record a small 
‘‘prayer group’’ around the beams of the sun 
entering the Mosque of Omar, the leader shouted 
and waved to declare it out of bounds. 


Many shrines allegedly- ban photography to 
maintain their own copyright in picture postcards, a 
major source of revenue, no doubt. For instance, 
the truly majestic new church built over the site of 
the Annunciation in Nazareth, has murals and 
general grandeur forbidden to tourists’ cameras, 
even when no ceremonies are taking place. The 
well of Jacob, where Jesus met the Samaritan 
woman, is another place off limits to your lens. 


Memories of other days 


The most poignant feelings for me were evoked 
by the ancient pavement at the start of the Via 
Dolorosa, about 12 feet below the present ground 
level. There, in the convent of the Daughters of 
Sion, the actual fortress of Anthony is. still 
standing, in part, and pavestones of Christ’s day 
cover the courtyard. It is here you see the game of 
‘‘King’’ etched in the pavement, the game the 
guards probably played as they watched over Jesus 
before his trial and crucifixion, perhaps even 
carried over into the scene of mockery so vividly 
described in the gospels. 


The road there, the actual stone, carries 
striations made to help horses’ hooves grip as they 
climbed the slope. And these same stones must 
surely have been walked by Jesus many times, not 
least those weary, painful steps he took after his 
captivity. 

One of the Sisters of Sion who described the 
archaeological work spoke with a familiar accent, 
and as she and | traced back our lives over half a 
century we found we had attended almost adjacent 
Catholic schools in southwest London, and probably 
caijed each other ‘‘names’’ as little girls and boys

Most of the inner turmoil and 
anxiety we experience comes from 


. going against the will of God. God 


wants us to share in his joy, but we 
cannot share the joy of the children of 
God unless we keep the Father's 
commands as Jesus did. ‘‘You will 
live in my love if you keep my 
commandments, even as | have kept 
my Father’s commandments, and live 
in his love.

Anyone who would read a column 
like this is surely trying to do the will 
of God. But too often our moral efforts 
are motivated more by pride than by 
obedience.

We 
act correctly in order to protect 
ourselves from the criticism and 
ridicule of the people around us. 


It is a constrained response to a 
pride system and a mere idealized 
self-image built up in the imagination 
to protect us against our limitations 
and failures, rather than a living and 


loving response of a child to its father. 
This moral ambition comes from a 
need to compete with people for an 
imagined first place; thus, the 
continual pressure of trying to win 
glory for our pride system suffocates 
joy. 

If we could believe in the abundant 
goodness of our Father enough to lay 
aside the ambitious ‘‘need’’ for first 
place, we could love each other as 
brothers. In this way we could fulfill 
the will of God and experience the joy 
of Christ.

Where have you been? 


We were talking...about fatigue and the 
periodic onslaughts of weariness from 
which none of us seem immune, and 
discussing why it is that we ‘‘run down’’ 
from time to time. 


There are, of course, many causes of 
fatigue, quite apart from the medical or 
physiological. Overwork, anxiety, bore- 
dom and frustration, continuing tensions 
—we can all add to the list. 


BUT WHATEVER the obvious or 
apparent reason, | believe that we are 
most often exhausted of our resilience and 
energy when circumstances deny. us the 
privilege of being our own person and 
doing ‘‘our own thing,’’ 


A mother of several children, for 
instance, may be brought to the point of 
exhaustion, not so much by the demands 
of her family, as by a lack of appreciation 
of herself as a person or the lack of 
opportunity to express herself in her own 
way. 

We do not always pause to consider the 
implications when we imprison others in 
roles and identities that are more 
concerned with function, and arise out of 
our. needs, rather than their own 
personality. 


IT IS UNFORTUNATE for both men and 
women, but more particularly women, 
that the image of mother we carry into 
adulthood is almost always unrealistic and 
always. subjective. So for that matter, is 
our image of father. 


Few parents can honestly say that the 
role of parent has not presented them with 
enormous personal difficulties. Loving 
one’s children is one thing. Filling the 
position of parent, wholly responsible, 
ever available, ever ready with solutions 
to problems, ever understanding, ever to 

the rescue, ever forgiving and providing — 
that-is quite another. — :

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too much energy had, | reasoned, been 
expended on matters not integral to my 
personal being, too little on personal 
reinforcement and re-integration. 


The first requisite, then, was resolutely 
to set aside time to be alone—but to be 
actively alone. Not merely to collapse 
blankly and disengage one’s mind, but to 
turn the vision inward to reflect on the 
purpose and direction of life, and draw 
refreshment from our innermost being, 
our spiritual Source.

Sometimes, it 
seemed, He was so perfect that I couldn’t 
even approach Him except through the 
liturgy, or through certain set prayers, or 
through some other person. - 


It has taken me almost a lifetime to learn 
He is perfect in another way, too. He is 
perfectly approachable. I can talk to Him 
anytime and He will listen. And if I listen 
hard enough, He will answer me. 


BUT THIS two-way conversation with God 
has some peculiarities. God, who in His Son 
is perfectly human, also has some very 
human traits. He doesn’t like to be told what 
to do. 


I suppose I began to learn about this 
peculiarity through the people who shared 
their lives with me in marriage counselling 
and family enrichment. These people were 
my friends and teachers, because from them 
Ilearned everything I know about loving and 
living, and quite a bit of what I have 
discovered about God. 


And nearly all of them have run up against 
this peculiarly human perfection of God. He 
doesn’t like to be told what to do. 


IT WORKS like this: When I ask 
desperate people, ‘‘Have you prayed for 
help with your marriage?’’ The answer is 
usually “‘yes,’’ so then I ask, ‘‘How do you 
pray?”’ 

In almost every case, the answers sound 
like this: “Urb, I go to Mass and 
Communion every day, and I beg God to 
help George stop drinking,” or ‘‘I’ve about 
given up on prayer. I used to be on my knees 
every day, begging God to help me control 
my temper. But as soon as I get up I seem to 
be screaming at my wife and kids.”’ 


I sometimes think of these as ‘‘the Loser’s 
Prayers’’ because all of the people I meet, 
who create a living hell for themselves in 
their relationships with others, seem to pray 
that way. In essence they say, ‘God, here is 
the problem. Here is the solution. Please 


endorse my solution.’’ 


CONTRAST THIS with what I like to call 
the “Back Up Against the Wall’’ prayer 
which every one of you have used at least a 
time or two. You have this problem. You’ve 
tried everything, including Loser’s Prayers. 
Finally things get so bad you can’t think of 
any solution, so as a last resort you say, 
“Lord, I don’t know what to do. But you do. 
Please, help!’’ 


No solutions. No directions. No guidelines 
for God. In your ‘‘Back Up Against the 
Wall’’ prayer, you finally said, ‘‘Let’s do it 
Your Way, God. Not my will, but Your will 
be done.”’ And that, I firmly believe, is why 
it works. In my own life I can even go so far 
as to say it always works. 


But why do we wait until we have our 
backs up to the wall to pray that way? Why, 
when so much experience has taught us it is 
absolutely impossible to read the mind of 
another person? Why, when we know we are 
so blind to ourselves? 


WHY, WHEN ‘‘just living’’ has shown us 
that so many things we thought were faults 


_ were actually virtues, and many of our 


“‘virtues’’ have become our deadliest sins 
against others? 


And when we say ‘‘Lord, I don’t know 
what to do, but You do,’’ isn’t that true? As 
a marriage counselor, people often come to 
me for advice. I don’t even know them, so 
how can I advise them? If I see them one 
thousand times, I still won’t really know 
them because no human being can read the 
mind of another. 


But God can. So I’ve learned to dump the 
problem on Him in a hurry. I say ‘“‘Lord, I 
don’t know what to tell these people, but 
You do.”’ As a result, people often tell me I 
am a good counselor. I think I am, too, but 
only because I have learned to bring the 
First Team into the game. 


Maybe if you learn to say often, “Lord, I 
don’t know how to solve this problem but: 
You do,”’ your solution will come. And when 
that happens, take time out to say ‘‘thank 
you, Lord.’’ 
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Prelude to intimacy 
Private prayer is like 
love affair with God

The English writer, Enid Dennis, wrote a 
novel called The Anchorhold. The story was 
inspired by the life of a 14th century mystic 
named Dame Julian of Norwich who wrote a 
spiritual classic entitled ‘‘Revelations of 
Divine Love.’’ 


In the novel, the anchoress used to give 
“ghostly counsel’’ to people who came to the 
curtained window of her hermitage. But her 
own spiritual direction came from a 
wandering minstrel who used to guide her 
by playing his guitar and singing little songs 
outside her window. 

ONE OF THE songs began with a couple 
of lines which voiced this paradoxical 
thought: ‘‘My life is but an anchorhold; a 
solitude for two.”’ 


“A solitude for two’? may sound like a 
strange contradiction but the phrase 
embodies a wonderful truth. Real prayer can 
never become completely private. It is like a 
love affair. At least two people have to know 
about it. This is so because prayer is an 
effort to achieve intimacy with God. 


To become a really worshipful person, 
private prayer is as necessary as conversa- 
tion or communion with someone we want to 
love. It is the prelude to real intimacy. 


INTIMACY IS authentic communication 
between friends or lovers. It is possible only 
if two people are willing to reveal their inner 
selves. No amount of mere physical presence 
can be a guarantee of intimacy unless it is 
accompanied by the trustfulness, the 
reverence, and the self-effacement required 
for mutual exchange of one’s secret thoughts 
and deepest feelings. 


This is true not only for human love but 
still more for intimacy with God. 


_The pages of Scripture are filled with 
prophetic voices telling us about the deepest 
feelings of God. But the readiness of God to 
reveal His inner secrets has been made 
manifest by Jesus, the authentic revealer of 
His Father’s mind and heart. We know that 
our Father has loved us because He sent His 
Word to become flesh, to dwell-among us, 
and to die on the cross to make us members 
of His own family. 


BUT WE CAN disrupt God’s plan for 
intimacy with us if we do not let Jesus reveal 
His Father’s face to us. It is a sad truth but 
nonetheless a fact that many people 
disfigure the face of God. 


They fear Him slavishly when they ought 
to be enjoying the freedom of being a son or 
a daughter of God, aware of being loved 
tenderly by Him. Nothing can disrupt 
intimacy so unsparingly as slavish fear. It 
blurs our vision of the goodness and 
kindness of God. 


Consequently, we need private commun- 
ion with Him just to discover His true face. 
We need reflection in a quiet corner, leisure 
enough to mull over His words, insight 
enough to find His presence in human 
events, both in our own lives and in the life 
of the world at large. 


A HEADLINE in a newspaper can be 
invitation from God to enter into ‘‘a solitude 
for two’’ where a worshipful person can 
discover new responsibilities in an old world. 


Without this love-relationship in private 
prayer, we can actually turn God into 
someone we use rather than someone we 
love and enjoy being with. This we know 
happens often in human love if people do not 
achieve real intimacy. But it is tragic when it 
happens to a relationship with God in the life 


of a man or woman who really wants to be a 


religious person. 


Actually, no one can ‘become truly 
worshipful without intimacy — achieved 
through private prayer. It is intimacy with 
God which enables us to capture a sense of 
wonderment which we hold in our hearts 
quite comfortably when we think about His 
wonderful workmanship in our own world. 


IT IS THIS sense of wonderment which 
makes us delight in God as a father and a 
friend rather than use Him as a gift-giver, an 
answering machine, or, worse still, a ticket 
to salvation. 


No amount of liturgical prayer will enable 
us to discover God as a father and a friend 
unless there are enough pauses and periods 
of reflection to give us a chance to discover 
the riches of the liturgy. 


It takes time for people to grasp the 
profundities of the liturgy and to let the 
richness of them sink into our consciousness. 
People who worship but never reflect on 
their worship in private meditation tend to 
make God into a likeness of themselves. 


WITHOUT PRIVATE prayer in the life of 
a worshiper, a strange incongruity takes 
place. Instead of letting God recreate and 
renew us into a likeness of Himself, we tend 
to project onto God all the strange and sick 
notions coming from a warped image of 
ourselves. 


_ If we are wrathful people, we try to make 
God into our own wrathful image. If we are 
oppressive socially, we make God into a 
burdensome presence in our own lives and in 
the life of everyone else. : 


If we are compulsive in our work and in 
our fidelity to routinish prayer-service, we 
are apt to turn our loving God into a slave 
driver. All of us know that there are some 
people who so disfigure worship because of 
lack of intimacy with God that they would 
rather have flawless decorum in the 
sanctuary than Godlike compassion in their 
hearts. They work tenaciously to hold on to 
their disfigured image of their Lord. 


IT IS ONLY private worship that makes us 
contemplative enough to hear the word of 
God and then to translate it into action. St. 
James warned us that a hearer who is not a 
doer is like a man who looks at his face in the 
mirror and then walks away and forgets what 
he looks like. (James 1:23-24) 


It is in prayer as private worship that we 
discover the face of Jesus; then in Him we 
discover our own face and, best of all, the 
authentic face of our Father. 
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The Prayer of Children 


AS We pray, so we live

The clearest thing about Christian prayer 
is that we pray as God’s children! That 
dimension of prayer is absolutely vast in its 
implications. Many of us in the years since 
Vatican II have learned a richer type of 
prayer by sharing the strengths of other 
religious traditions. 


We have learned about praying from 
within our human center from Zen 
Buddhism and Yoga types of bodily 
meditative postures. We have been intro- 
duced to prayer that leads to a non-violent 
life style from Hinduism. 


FROM OUR Indian brothers here in 
America we have learned how natural forces 
such as the sun, land or forest express well 
the inner states of our being. The Afro 
culture has taught us that we may dance our 
prayer. Perhaps many of us need to look 
again at the distinctiveness of our own 
Christian tradition. 


The disciples of Jesus seemed to pester 
Him in an effort to get Him to teach them 
how to pray. At first glance this insistence 
seems strange. They know how to pray, most 
assuredly most of them know well their 
Jewish prayer forms: 


They were not ignorant of the reality of 
prayer. The Gospel writers seem to make a 
point of this incident, the disciples asking to 
learn how to pray. Why? We can only guess 
that they may have known, with the 
guidance of the Spirit, how vital this 
pedagogy of prayer was to be for future 
generations. 


JESUS USES that one word—our—to 
qualify His Father as now ours. That one 
word means so very much. We are indeed 
children praying to our Father because in 
Jesus’ resurrection we are given that status 
of being! Absolutely amazing! We are 
children of God! 


If we ever internalize that reality I imagine 
our prayer would be simply the most colorful 
and all-embrasive aspect of our lives, like 
fire as Teilhard de Chardin suggested. 


Sons and daughters freely love their 
Father with the gamut of the feelings, 
hopes, frustrations and joys that they 
experience in the contour of their lives. The 
prophets of the Old Testament are 
““pray-ers’’ out of the deep emotion and 
convictions that they had; so were the 
psalmists. } 


It is difficult to imagine them constrained 
to choir stalls and book forms of prayer. As 
sons and daughters we can pray wherever 
we are, however we are. Most likely God 


does not need a rhetoric of prayer from us; 
He invites us to be His own children and 


share that strong, vibrant life of His. If only 
we could feel at ease with prayer as found in 


‘the heart of life instead of as a rest station 


along the highway of life! 


In order to sustain an awareness that 
prayer is in life we also need to contemplate, 
to go apart and speak with God alone. A 
mother prays with her eyes in the exquisite 
first act of praise which the sight of her new 
child calls out. 


Later those same eyes may pray as she 
tenderly bathes this same child’s fevered 
face. A miner prays as he digs his way into 
the coal mine to earn wages for his family’s 
food. Fingers can pray on key punch 
machines or on potter’s wheels, with car 
wrenches or grocery carts. 


Prayer is always more than the words we 
envelope it in; prayer is the expression of 
how we live. Such an approach to prayer is 
the expression of how we live. Such an 
approach to prayer is not far-fetched. Psalm 
108 tells us that ‘‘I—I am prayer.”’ 


JESUS GAVE us the gentle command to 
pray always. Of course this does mean that 
we are always growing more aware that we 
are God’s children. It asks of us a basic 
identity more than a methodological set of 
““how to pray’’ techniques. 


It calls us to the awareness of what our 
faith does within us. We can know that we 
are praying well if we are growing more 
aware that we are God’s sons and daughters 
who are daily in need of conversion as well 
as praise for who we are. 


So many of us here in America suffer real 
alienation. Only the extremely sheltered find 
it easy to know where and how we belong in 
this age of technology. Section three of ‘‘To 
Teach as Jesus Did’’ opens with a statement 
about change that affects our prayer, too: 
“Underlying virtually all changes occurring 
within the world today, both as instrument 


_and cause, are technology and the 


technological world view.’’ 


OUR PRAYER life has not escaped this 
influence. We seem called to deepen our 
prayer how, to reach those awarenesses in 
ourselves where we call out all over again, as 
the early disciples did, ‘‘Lord, teach us to 
pray.’’ We want to experience again how we 
belong to God as His children so we can get 
on with the building of this 20th century 
world as the Kingdom begun now. 


We just may discover in our sincere search 
that the Our Father is such a revolutionary 
statement of Christian prayer that it well 
may be a marvel if we get beyond the first 
two words! 


The Soul of the Liturgy 


| Prayer from within 
~makes Mass joyful

Why are so many of the Church’s services 
joyless, routine and empty? And what is it 
that can make the celebration of Mass a 
meaningful religious experience? It is 
personal prayer—prayer that comes from 
within. 

Personal prayer is the life of faith, just as 
interpersonal love is the communication of 
faith. Our developing sciences of religious 
psychology and sociology point to prayer, 
service and community as fundamental to 
the Christian life, very much as blocking and 
tackling are fundamental to the football 
game. 


IN THE LITURGY, all three of these 
elements can come together, but it is the 
spirit of prayer that inspires life into the 
whole work of the people. 


St. Augustine is so important in Christian 
history because it was Augustine who 
realized the importance of interiority in all 
the actions and passions of men and women, 
and it was he who directed the course of 
Christian spirituality and morality towards 
its center—the presence on the Trinity in the 
souls of the faithful. 


From Augustine’s time on, the masters of 
meditation and contemplation have only 
underlined his major thesis: The Lord within 
is ‘‘more intimate than any other intimacy, 
superior to every other faculty’’ of the 
human condition. And it is this basic thesis 
of the Christian life that Augustine uses as a 
criterion for discerning truth and shame in 
every ecclesial reality. 


DURING HIS own conversion, the 
inspiration St. Augustine found in personal 
prayer caused him to take up the Epistles of 
St. Paul. His sensual habits weighed heavily 


upon him. He was experiencing moral crisis. 


And.as he read, little by little, Paul’s 


writings helped him understand the grace of — 


Christ that comes to man in his weakness, to 
show the way to a homeland indistinctly 
glimpsed (Confessions 21, 27). 


Finally, by reading a text of St. Paul 
(Romans 13:13-14) at the moment of crisis 
when he heard “‘tolle lege’’ in the garden 
with Alipius, he was filled “‘with a light of 
certainty, and all shadow of doubt 
disappeared”’ (“‘Confessions,’’ 12, 29). 


HIS ‘‘CONFESSIONS”’ are a hymn to the 
Trinity. They worked within him and made 
him what he became. And Augustine’s 


purpose of liturgical worship. — : 
THIS ‘‘GLORY to God in the highest,”’ 


“*Soliloquies’’ are the actual written prayers 
of a man immersed in contemplation. 


A great number of learned people seem to 
forget that all of this great man’s 
tremendous output resulted from the 
pastoral needs of his people and brothers in 
the priesthood, for Augustine was, above all 
else, a pastor of souls. 


Another saint who is known for the art of 
prayer is St. Terese of Avila. Since her time, 
teachers of the spiritual life put different 
forms of prayer under two headings: 
meditation and contemplation. This distinc- 
tion is useful as long as we recognize that 
they are two stages in the ordinary growth of 
the spirit of prayer. 

THE WORD ‘“‘meditation’’ underlines the 
human activity involved in prayer. ‘‘Con- 
templation’’ underlines its passivity and 
accompanying divine activity. Together they 
add up to personal prayer which is a human 
activity and receptivity. 

The liturgical prayer of the Church flows 
from our personal prayer-life, and it 
nourishes the growth of meditation into 
contemplation. Scripture reading, response 
to the Word, liturgical singing, periods of 
silent thought, the homily and the actions of 


~ the liturgy are all drawing cards calling us to 


enter into the mystery of God-with-us in the 
Eucharist. 


The liturgy of the Eucharist proper and 
the reception of Holy Communion are 
invitations to commune with the Lord within 
as well as among us. The liturgy which does 
not direct our attention and our lives to this 
silent communion with the Trinity may be 


brilliant and applauded, but it is not 


effective. 


For it is the glory of God, the God of our 
hearts and our souls, not the techniques of 
experts nor the approval of men, which is the 


which brings “‘peace to His people on earth’’ 
is the thrust of personal prayer. It is the 
secret of personal and communal joy in the 
Lord. 


The whole process of Christian life begins 
with the prayer of a believing person, prayer 
that reaps a harvest of fruits—joy, peace, 
sweetness. It is our most practical act, for 
personal prayer alone can form the 
dispositions which allow public worship, the 
sacraments, and the lives of the people of 
God to be effectively aimed at their practical 
end—the salvation of souls. 


National Catechetical Directory

the National Catechetical Directory. 
This Directory is being designed to 
assist in the teaching of religion to all 
Catholics in the United States today. 
You are encouraged to submit observa- 
tions on every aspect of the proposed 
document. 


In Chapter Three, the Catholic Church and 
the Invitation to Community, the entire first 
section explains the Church as sacrament 


using mainly the images of Body of Christ 


and People of God. 


The call of Christians to community is the 
subject of the second section. The Sense of 
Christian solidarity or what is today called 
“community”? has been integral to the 
Church from the beginning. This is testified 
in the Acts of the Apostles. It involved a 
sharing of material resources in the whole 
community of believers as generously as is 
done in a family. Most of all, it involved a 
sharing of life-style and ideals, of prayer and 
questions, of rejoicing and mourning. 


“CHRISTIAN COMMUNITY © neither 
means doing things together, nor doing 
things the same way everywhere and at all 
times. Rather it means sharing common 
beliefs, worship, experiences, ideals and 
values. Christian community leads one to 
surrender selfish goals and private interests 
for a common good. 


“It is.a matter of service, of concern for 
others, of accepting corporate responsibility. 
It is a question of being accountable to 
others forthe way each of us lives his or her 
life, uses his or her talents and goods, and 
gives a welcome to the ideas and needs and 
claims of others. 


“Community is at the heart of Christian 
education not simply as a concept to be 
taught but as a reality to be lived. Through 
education, men must be moved to build 
community in all areas of life. They can do 
this best if they have learned the meaning of 
community by experiencing it.’’ (TJD, 23) 


THIS IS the task of the Church. This is 
how its members can participate in the 
experience of the Resurrection of Jesus that 
is the foundation for a true Christian 
conversion. We who are the Church are 
called upon to build among ourselves an 
experience of true community, a foretaste of 
the heavenly community, that will make it 
quite evident to everyone that the solution to 
the problems of mankind is to be found in 
Jesus Christ. 


“No Christian community, however, can 


Community is call to all 


be built up unless it has its basis and center 


in the celebration of the most Holy - 
Eucharist.’’ (V-II Priests, 6). In breaking the 


Eucharist bread, and partaking of the body: 
of the Lord, we are taken into communion 
with him and one another...It is in the 
Eucharist that ‘‘all education in the spirit of 
community must originate.” 


“The Eucharist is the heartbeat of the 
local Christian community which is the 
parish. Inasmuch as it brings together the 
many human differences found within its 
boundaries and draws them into the 
universality of the Church,’’ it offers an 
obvious example of what the Church is called 
to be. 


FOR MOST members of the Church in the 
United States, the parish is the center of 
their worship and religious activities...The 
parish should also be a center of apostolic 
activity which brings priest and laity into 
close collaboration in building up the local 
community. Thus at the parish level, 
catechesis is -simultaneously a way of 
assimilating members ‘into the Christian 
community, a thorough grounding in the 
faith, and even a way of life. 


“The parish is a kind of cell in the larger 
structure which is the diocese...The bishop 
is the visible source of the unity of the local 
Christian community. The bishops recognize 
that the ministry of the word in which 
preaching and catechetical instruction 
always hold pride of place is their primary 
responsibility... 

*‘Just as, by the Lord’s will, St. Peter and 
the other apostles constituted one apostolic 
college, so in similar way the Roman Pontiff 
as the successor of Peter, and the bishops as 
the successors of the apostles are joined 
together.’’ In this apostolic community, the 
Holy Father is the perpetual and visible 
source and foundation of the unity of the 
bishops and of the multitude of the faithful. 
that is of the universal Church. 


“MARRIAGE IN CHRIST is the basic 
building block of any Christian community, 
beginning with the parish. Community and 
communion are built most fundamentally in 
families, and only then on a larger scale. The 
celibate vocations afise in view of the 
community and its needs...’’ 


But community is not limited to the 
confines of family, parish, diocese or nation. 
The Church is missionary by its very nature, 
so the article next week will take up the 
Church’s mission to the world.

Death is greatest 


learning experience of life

“Brave men,’’ Churchill once quipped, 
“die only once, whereas cowards die a 
thousand times.’’ He was so right. I have 
died a thousand times. Nothing seems more 
terrifying than dying, perhaps because 
nothing seems better than living. I do not 
seem to be alone in my cowardice. 


Many people attempt to kill themselves 
rather than face the mere possibility that 
they may be dying: They will commit suicide 
on a ship which is sinking or in a hotel which 
is burning when the odds of rescue are good; 
sometimes suicides even occur before the 
medical tests designed to determine whether 
a serious illness be present are completed. 


DEATH OUGHT to be feared, for it is evil, 
the final and most severe effect of sin. Many 
try to escape death by painting it as ‘‘God’s 
will’? since anything which God wills could 
not be bad, and by this. standard, people 
even advocate that we openly, embrace death 
as sent from God. 


Death is bad. It is gross, obscene, 
incongruous. That is why death education is 
so widespread today. In a culture which calls 
evil good, which denies death, which 
attempts to force escapism, there is no way 
to deal with the reality of death, ours and 
others. 


As with childbirth, our ‘‘friends’’ and 


medical attendants would dull the senses, - 


sedate the nerves, render us unconscious 
and oblivious. Mostly they succeed in 
numbing the intelligence, thereby increas- 
ing the pain and decreasing the ability to 
grasp or grapple with the meaning. Hence 
the need for death education. 
HIGH-IMPACT events, Maslow and 
others have told us, make us grow. At least, 
they beckon us to grow. When we reflect 


upon high-impact events, we withdraw from. 


the chitter-chatter of surface life, spending 
more time turned inward, reflecting more, 
brooding daydreaming, even frightening our 


friends who worry about our not being quite. 


normal. 


In adult life, these inward periods occur in 
reaction to very good news and very bad 


news, such as engagements, weddings, 
births, getting fired, getting sick, dying, 
losing a friend. The most severe piece of bad 
news is that of our own impending death. 
Good news or bad, nonetheless, produces 
the same inward orientation, be it the sorrow 
of hearing I must die or the ‘‘thunderstruck”’ 
look of falling in love and not yet knowing I 
am in love. 


The sudden search for meaning, the 
intense experience, the shock, fright, new 
emotions, new ideas, all change us. Our 
friends are right when this happens: We are 
no longer ‘‘normal.’’ We: are changed 
forever, grown, matured. 


What the Resurrection means for me 
regarding death is that I will not wake up 
dead but alive when I die. To ‘‘die dead”’ is 
the fate which sin justly imposes, but to 
wake up alive is the destiny made ours by 
Redemption. By His Resurrection, Jesus 
broke through death, making a path for us to 
follow. : 


THIS MAKES death the greatest learning 
and growth experience of our earthly lives: 
the most intense, the worst, the only one of 
its kind, and the last experience we shall 
have upon earth in our present form. 


In crossing the bridge of death we walk 
across a bridge to a better life willed by God. 
The bridge is a necessary evil, but the 
crossing provides an experience which we 
shall never forget. 


Death is not in vain, for we shall live on 
after the experience, wiser and better for the 
experience. Because of Jesus’ Resurrection, 
because He lives, my death becomes my 
third and final birthday, the first being my 
human birth and the second being my 
Baptism. 

THIS IS WHY the Church celebrates the 
birthdays of the martyrs as the day on which 
they died. This is why death education is not 


a waste but a need, why I will try to swallow. _ 


my fear long enough to die. ; 
If my Redeemer has not risen, then vain is 


- our faith and our preaching. But I know that 


my Redeemer lives and that on the last day 
He will raise me up, and I shall not die 
forever but live.

Twenty years ago benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament held an important part in 
the devotional life of Roman Catholics. In 
fact, for many this service seemed to hold 
greater appeal than Mass itself. 


Today, with the multiplication of evening 
Eucharistic liturgies, a vernacular service in 
which the congregation can actively partici- 
pate, and mitigated fast regulations that 
facilitate reception of Communion, the 
occasions for benediction have tremendously 
diminished, even disappeared in some 
parish churches. 


A SIMILAR shift in attitude toward the 
reserved Body and Blood of the Lord can be 
seen in the Church’s official documents over 
that period which talk about the tabernacle 
and its proper location within a church. 


Jesuit Father Tad Guzie in his book, Jesus 
and the Eucharist (Paulist Press, New York, 
1974) summarizes those procouncements 
from the Holy See: 


“Back in 1957 it was decreed that Mass 
should be celebrated on the altar where the 
Eucharist is reserved; a church having only 
one altar should have the tabernacle on that 
altar. 


“In 1964 it was decreed that the Eucharist 
could be reserved on the main altar or on a 
truly prominent side altar; Masses could be 
celebrated facing the people even with a 
tabernacle on the altar. 


“BY 1967 the full circle was turned: The 
tabernacle should not be on the Eucharistic 
altar; in fact, it should ideally be placed not 
even in the sanctuary but in a chapel distinct 
from the central part of the church.’’- 


There are persons who deeply regret this 
demise of devotion to the Blessed Sacrament 
reserved and the diminution or elimination 
of occasions for benediction. They see in this 
trend a weakening of our faith toward the 


real presence of Christin the consecrated 
host. 


Others, including some priests, rejoice 
over the development and a few actually 
refuse to plan or celebrate benediction in 
their churches. They consider this devotional 
practice as detrimental to our belief that 
Christ is really present in the action of the 
faith community at Mass. 


POPE PAUL, in a recently published 
section of the revised Roman Ritual, ‘‘Holy 
Communion and Worship of the Eucharist 
Outside Mass,’’ steers a typical middle 
course through this debate. 


The document states there is no true 
conflict between the Mass and benediction 
or between Holy Communion and the 
reservation of hosts in a tabernacle. Instead, 
these can complement one another, if those 
who plan and execute liturgies observe the 
proper procedures and keep matters in 
correct perspective. 


I quote the ritual text: ‘‘The celebration of 
the Eucharist outside Mass springs from and 
directs Christians back to the Mass itself. 
During Mass the sacrifice of His life, which 
is made by Christ the Lord, is one with the 
life-giving sacrament by which in the form of 
bread and wine He is present with us. 

‘SAND AFTER Mass in church and oratory 
He is still ‘God with us,’ Emmanuel, by the 
same sacramental presence. Day and night 
He makes His home with us, full of grace 
and truth. 


“For this reason it may not be doubted 


that when the faithful honor the Blessed ' 


Sacrament, they are offering true worship to 
the one, true God, as the Catholic Church 
has always done. The fact that the sacrament 
was instituted by Christ to be our food 
should not detract from this truth. — 


“‘When the faithful honor Christ present 
in the sacrament, they should remember 
that this presence is derived from the. 
sacrifice and is directed toward sacramental 
and spiritual communion.’’

Summit of life and prayer

Almost all persons who have responded in 
any way to the Second Vatican Council’s call 
for liturgical renewal are familiar with the 
phrase that describes the Eucharist as the 
source and summit of christian life. 


The trouble is that we in the church are so 
very accustomed to grand phrases (we like to 
roll them over our tongues and let them 
billow from our lips), that meanings 
sometimes get lost. So we tend to get more 
attached to particular words than to 
meanings, and we find ourselves dangerous- 
ly close to another of the many forms of 
idolatry. 


BUT THIS PHRASE can be so rich, so full 
of implications for christian life, that we 
should try to rescue it from that sort of fate. 
Let’s look at a few of those implications, with 
special reference to our liturgy, our public 
worship. 3 


First of all, the phrase tells us something 
about liturgy and about the nature of the 
Eucharist. Like all the sacraments, the 
Eucharist is not a thing—it is a community 
action and’ celebration. A ‘‘source’’ is 
dynamic, active, creative. A ‘‘summit’’ is 
climactic. . 


“Of christian life’ says that both are 
related to a living reality—a personal, 
communal existence. The Eucharist is not a 
thing. It cannot be bought or sold, or traded, 
because it is the living acting-out of the faith 
of an assembly of believers. 


IT TELLS US something, too, about when 
and where ‘“‘the Christian life’? occurs. It 
identifies the christian life, not in terms of 
“treligious’’ deeds and prayer, but in terms 
of the daily hours of love and work and play 
and building a social order. The source is not 
the life, nor is the summit the whole life. 


The christian life is our full human 
existence, graced and enlightened and 
motivated by God’s word. This implication 
reminds us of something that Notre Dame’s 
Father Burtschaell has written: ‘‘Liturgical 
celebration is the only time.in our lives when 
we are not ‘working our our salvation.’ At all 
other times, we are.”’ 


As source, the Eucharist is the climax of 
christian initiation—a process in which most 
of us, tragically, have little experience. So it

is appropriate we should be thinking these 
thoughts during Lent, the season that 
prepares for Easter’s celebration of the 
sacraments of initiation—Baptism—Con- 
firmation—Eucharist. 


LENT IS the time for sharing a close 


_ common lifé as church, for the renewal and 


reinitiation of the whole parish, for 
recharging faith and commitment and 
servant mission as a covenant community. 


Lent is the time for an intensive process of 
experiences of sharing. Then the Eucharist 
climaxing the sacraments of initiation at 
Easter will be felt and experienced, as well 
as understood, as source. 


Again, the Eucharist is source because it 


is our primary proclamation of God’s love’ 


and saving work, the paschal mystery, the 
mystery of Jesus’ dying and being raised to 
life. Our celebration is also our proclama- 
tion. And the love, the word that comes to us 
before we can respond, is clearly source of 
christian life. 


AND OBVIOUSLY the Eucharist is source 
as the covenant community’s very food and 
drink—the bread of life and the cup of our 
salvation. It is strength and sustenance, and 
its sharing is the sacrament of love and unity 
and peace. 


It becomes all of these things for us 


' through our good liturgical celebration—not 


merely because we can know in our heads 
that it is source in all these ways, but 
because we can feel it. 


The Eucharist is the summit, not only of 
our prayer life (both private and common 
prayer), but also of our entire christian lives 
as described above. As summit of our prayer 
life, it means we should have: rich 
experiences of other kinds of liturgical and 
spontaneous and private prayer. We have a 
rich tradition of common prayer, to which 
most of us are still strangers. The Eucharist 
is a festival and holiday occasion. 


As the summit of our whole life, the 
Eucharist suffers diminishment by the 
extent to which the lives of all of us in the 
assembly are not clear witnesses to the 
liberation and the solidarity of all people. 
And the Eucharist is enhanced by the extent 
to which our daily lives are a force for 
freedom and for justice. What else do we 
have to bring?

Pope says arms sales feed conflicts 


Pope Paul, deploring the recent intensification of 
armed conflicts and global tensions, declared that 
stepped-up arms sales ‘‘feed the conflicts and 
multiply the risk of war.’’ He reminded Christians of 
their duty to do something ‘‘positive and specific’ to 
build a just and peaceful world. 


In a speech before Easter to a study committee of 
his own Justice and Peace Commission, the Pope 
pointed to increased conflict and tensions in 
Vietnam, Cambodia, Ethopia, Portugal, the Middle 
East and Cyprus. 


TELLING THE committee of the sorrow he feels 
when hearing of today’s ‘‘multiple conflicts,’’ the 
Pope pointed first to ‘‘the agonizing tragedy which 
the populations of Vietnam are living through these 
days, where the struggle has flared up again with 
intensity in defiance of the accords reached.’’ 


He continued: ‘‘There is the tragic situation in 
Cambodia, the armed struggle which rages in 
Ethiopia and the tensions which keep the 
populations of Cyprus divided, not to mention the 
climate of anxiety which still hangs over the truce in 
the Middle East. And how can we not mention the 
situation which is developing in Portugal?’ 


The Pope stressed that while the international 
community should be trying to work together for 


peace, ‘‘we are seeing the birth and _ the 
development of dangerous tensions in various 
countries while the production and_ sale of 


armaments continue to grow, to feed the conflicts 
and multiply the risk of war.”’ 


THE POPE called for opposition to ‘‘ideologies 
which inspire such antagonisms.’’ He said that the 
Church during Holy Year is calling for a ‘‘great work 
of awakening and education. so that the people of 
God may give its positive and specific contribution 
for the building up of a more just and peaceful 
world.’’ 


The Pope concluded: ‘‘On the one hand, we must 
courageously witness to the gospel of love, justice, 
peace and reconciliation as Jesus and the prophets 
did...But at the same time this message must reach 
the practical world of today, with the whole 
complexity of rights at stake and real tensions, 
without assuming the responsibility of those who

‘Communism seldom stopped by guns’ 


The following editorial appeared in the March 20 
issue of the ‘‘Tennessee Register’’ newspaper of the 
Nashville diocese. It was written by Father Owen F. 
Campion, editor. 


The battle presently being waged in Cambodia 
and again in South Vietnam not only scars the 
tranquility of the Christian world during this week of 
peace and reconciliation in the liturgical calendar, 
but it suggests new discord in the United States on 
the propriety of active American military involve- 
ment in the armed conflicts of people in distant parts 
of the earth. 


_, As this discord.takes more and more national 


attention, it necessarily prompts for Christians the 


need to review their own faith response to war and to 


~~” warlike activity. Its implication is much more than 


passive when.the structure of the American state is 
recalled: that citizens dictate its official actions, 
through duly chosen representatives, and are 
responsible for what consequently takes place. 


THE RECENT AND wearying Vietnam War left 
American Christians with considerations which 
might be studied in the light of calls for additional 
military aid to parties in Indochina. 


In 1972, the bishops of the United States, meeting 
in Washington, urged a speedy end to the Vietnam 
conflict, then still underway. The bishops’ appeal, 
called the ‘‘Imperatives of Peace,’’ implored 
warring parties to cease their fire and to lay down 
their arms. In so doing, they expressed grief and 
pity at the hundreds of thousands of military-caused 
casualities, American and otherwise. 


They noted, however, that their call to cease fire 
ultimately was founded upon a belief that while 
self-defense «was a right to be recognized as 
legitimate, war was not an acceptable means to 
settle disputes. 


THESE SENTIMENTS re-emphasized similar 
assertions of the Church in the Second Vatican 
Council and of recent popes, including Pope Paul VI, 
whose splendid appeal to the UN a decade ago that 
the world tolerate ‘‘no more war, war never again’’ 


has become a humaneness~ and 


compassion.

Actually, in fact, neither the Pope nor his brother 
bishops in the United States have left unclear the 
assumption which they have maintained that war is 


not an acceptable option to be used by human beings. - 


in proving a -point, although the question of 
self-defense was not so decided. 


Apply this now to Southeast Asia. 


An observer of the political situation in the world, 
realizing that communism excludes coexistence with 
capitalism, and vice versa, might soon assume that 
elimination of active communists from the potential 
of becoming the commanding political forces in 
Indochina is necessary for the continued mainten- 
ance and well-being of the American free society, 
and of those similar societies around the world which

anyone who has voiced. opposition will simply be 
killed. 


So there is self-defense in the area of assuring 
continued American independence and to safeguard 
life and limb. 


BUT ARMING ONE combatant today, in behalf of 
self-defense or whatever, almost certainly means 
indiscriminate destruction of life and possession. 
die beside .enemies; civilians beside 
soldiers, there is no difference. Modern weapons are 
too sweeping in effect for anything else. 


But the circumstances suggest that to contribute 
additional. military aid to Cambodia or to South 
Vietnam would be to take sides in civil disputes for 
which there is no_outside solution. 


This country might also recall the fact. that 
communism has seldom been stopped by guns. It

depend in some way upon the United States or 
whose philosophies of government correspond to the 
American arrangement. 


IN OTHER WORDS, someone raigtit conclude 
that to preserve the Lon Nol government in 
Cambodia, or the Thieu administration in South 
Vietnam is, in the long run, an act of self-defense. 
After all, transportation at almost the speed of sound 
has made continents neighbors with mere hours 


distance. And, the communist ideal is not limited to - 


national borders; it is worldwide in design. 


Beyond consideration of the political, there may 
be the humanitarian concern that unless repelled by 
armed force, rocket-fire and slaughter will continue, 
homes and farms and shops will be destroyed, and 


has stopped when people—all the people— can say, 
“We like it the way it is. We are happy. We are well 
fed. We feel the dignity of human beings and as a 
sovereign people.’’ To that end, this nation’s 
enterprise should turn. 


RESPONSIBILITY to people there, especially 
those who are suffering so dreadfully now in the 
wake of shellfire and snipers, is real but should be 
paid in American food and medicines, among other 
needs. To their future well-being is owed the 
expertise of America in all those things spiritually 
and physically uplifting. 

To do otherwise, to offer increased military aid, 
would be a case of no self-defense at all. To provide 
such military aid would be morally deficient. 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of 
these beloved ones who are gone before us into the 
realm of Thy eternal happiness and peace. — Amen.

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Diplomacy reshaping future -

HONG KONG—Gradual change, both in 
the North Vietnamese communist regime’s 
attitude towards the country’s one and a half 
million Catholics and in the Vatican’s stance 
on Hanoi, slowly is reshaping the future of 
the Church in the predominantly Buddhist 
and atheistic nation of 25 million. 


The presence last September of Bishop 
Van Can, of the Hanoi archdiocese, at the 
Synod of Bishops in Rome was the first 
direct contact between the Church in the 
North and the outside world in two decades. 


To the Church hierarchy in neighboring 
South Vietnam and elsewhere, the event was 
far more significant than a mere political 
move by Hanoi. 


The conciliatory mood had been brought 
about as much by an apparent revisionist 
tendency in Rome in the spirit of the Second 
Vatican Ecumenical Council as by North 
Vietnam’s pragmatic view of East-West 
detente. 


FROM THE first secret exchanges 
between the Vatican and representatives of 
Hanoi and the National Liberation Front in 
1971, the Church leadership, and Pope Paul 
in particular, played a delicate and efficient 
role getting signatures to the Paris Peace 
Agreement and solving the problem of 


. prisoners of war and political detainees. 


Now, 20 years after the country was 
partitioned, following Gen. Vo Nguyen 
Giap’s military successes and the withdrawal

of the French Expeditionary Corps, freedom 
of religion is reported to be in operation in 
churches and pagodas in the North. 


The Catholic population has more than 
doubled since the signing of the Geneva 
Agreement which signalled the flight 
southward of 50 per cent of North Vietnam’s 
Catholics fearing reprisals for officially 
backing the French in the war for national 
independence. 


AN EPISCOPAL letter of 1951 announced 
the “ipso facto excommunication’’ of any 
Catholic joining the Communist Party or 
co-operating with the communists in any 
way to help them retain political power. 


Minor concessions to the Catholic Church 
in the North include the right of each parish 
to keep a small parcel of land (Church land 
was expropriated in the late forties) and of 
the priest to accept gifts from his 
parishioners. 


North Vietnam’s Catholic bishops, in spite 
of the thaw, remain anti-government. One - 
story tells of the vicar of Hanoi Cathedral 
who defiantly forbids children to wear the 
red scarf, symbol of Ho Chi Minh’s Youths, 
in church. 


Yet such defiance is muted when 
compared with the closure of all seminaries 
in the 1960s because of state interference 
with the academic curriculum or Hanoi 
Archbishop Trinh Nhu Khue’s refusal, in 
1958, to accept Prime Minister Pham Van 
Dong’s personal invitation to Catholic 
bishops to meet him for open discussions 
“until all Church land is returned.’’ 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (NC) 
—Some advertisers in an 
issue of the National Lam- 
poon that the head of the 
Knights of Columbus called 
“a blasphemous derision of 
religious beliefs and values” 
have said that they will 
reevaluate use of the maga- 
zine for their ads. : 


John W. McDevitt, su- 
preme knight of the K. of C., 
a 1.2-million-member inter- 
national Catholic fraternal 
society with headquarters 
here, wrote to 16 major 
advertisers in the December, 
1974, issue of the National 
Lampoon, a_ self-styled 
“humor magazine,”’ to pro- 
test the use of their advertis- 
ing money to support the 
publication. 


HE SAID that the contents 
of the magazine included ‘‘a 
disgusting parody on the 
virgin birth of Christ, insult- 
ing caricatures of bishops, 
priests and nuns and a vile

mockery of the 
teaching on the 
ments.”’ 


NIKKO Electric Corp. of 
America, Van Nuys, Calif., 
which had advertised stereo 
receivers in the issue, sent to 
McDevitt a copy of a letter 
sent by its vice president to 
editors of the Lampoon. 


NIKKO, the letter stated, 
is “thoroughly disgusted’’ 
with what was its initial 
association with the maga- 
zine. The letter described the 
magazine’s treatment of var- 
ious religions as ‘‘totally 
disgraceful’’ and ‘‘worthy of 
an apology to the American 
public as well. as religious 
faiths which have been 
unduly and maliciously at- 
tacked.”’ 


THE CHAIRMAN of the 
board of Plessy, Inc., based 
in New York City, whose 
Garrard division had adver- 
tised stereo turntables in the 
magazine, said that ‘‘the 
Garrard Dealer Division ad- 


vertising program with this 
magazine has been com- 
pleted and there are no 
current plans to advertise in 
this publication in the fu- 
ture.”’ 


The chairman of Teledyne, 
Inc., of Los Angeles, regard- 
ing the advertisement of 
Acoustic Research (AR) pro- 
ducts in the Lampoon, said 
he had ‘“‘taken steps to see 
that our products are not 
advertised in such publica- 
tions in the future.”’ 


THE EXECUTIVE vice 
president of Heublein, Inc., 
of Farmington, Conn., which 
advertised Don Q rum, 
assured McDevitt that ‘‘in no 
way do we condone this or 
any other publication’s in- 
considerate treatment of re- 
ligious or ethnic groups, 
whatever the pretext.’’ 


The official said the com- 
pany is undertaking ‘‘a 
critical review of our adver- 
tising policies with respect to 
this type of publication.’’ 
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Priest against laws banning 
anti-homosexual discrimination 


NEW YORK (NC)—Gov- 
ernment should not impose 
penalties. on persons who 
discriminate against those 
committed to an active, overt 
homosexual life style, a 
priest-professor argued in 
the March issue of Homiletic 
and Pastoral Review pub- 
lished here. 


In a two-part article on 
“The Political Struggle of 
Active Homosexuals to Gain 
Social Acceptance,’’ Msgr. 
George A. Kelly, contended 
that, although homosexuals 
suffer social stigma or depri- 
vation, they are generally 
“in the more affluent areas 
and better-paying jobs.”’ 


MSGR. KELLY is a John 
A. Flynn professor of con- 
temporary Catholic problems 
at St. John’s University, 
Jamaica, N.Y. 


“It is clear,’’ he said, 
“that the leadership and 
membership of gay activist 
groups is middle class. Their 
strongest cells are to be 
found on university campus- 
es, supported often by mon- 
ies provided by gays in 
high-paying occupations, 
many of which they dominate 
to the exclusion of straights.”’ 

Arguing against govern- 
ment intervention on behalf 
of homosexuals, Msgr. Kelly 
said that such intervention: 


—is ‘‘a departure from 
standard legal practice’’ be- 
cause it is an intervention 
“into private human rela- 
tionships without evidence of 
a demonstrable need;”’ 


—limits the freedom of 
citizens to make judgments 
about their own affairs and 
according to their own norms 
of judgment;” > 

—‘‘preempts the valid and _ 
proper work of gay activist 
groups to educate the gener- 
al citizenry concerning viola- 
tions of decency and fair play 
for the homosexual;’’ 


—flows from the ‘‘fear of a 
minority pressure group, 
which unquestionably, by its 
aggressive tactics, has 
frightened the political lead- 
ership in some large cities;’’ 


—will lead to de facto

—would, because of the 
educational effect of the law, 
give respectability to homo- 
sexuality, which, he said, is 
“‘a self-defeating condition’’ 
and ‘‘an unhappy state for 
most homosexuals.’’ 


He said that laws banning 
discrimination against homo- 
sexuals are unnecessary be- 
cause, in most major re- 
spects, homosexuals are not 
discriminated against. 


“For one thing,’’ he said, 
“no homosexual has been 
denied the right to own 
property, the right to an 
education, the right to free 
speech or the right to vote.”’ 

NOTING THE distinction 
between the subjective and 
objective sinfulness, Msgr. 
Kelly traced the tradition 
which, from Old Testament 
times, in the Torah and the 


Talmud, through St. Paul, 
St. Thomas Aquinas and 
other Christian writers, has 
maintained that ‘‘an overt 
homosexual life-style, involv- 
ing the genital expression of 
affection, is a morally unac- 
ceptable form of human 
behavior, contrary to nature 
and the order willed by 
God.”’ 

He quoted Father John F. 
Harvey, a moral theologian 
who has written a great deal 
on homosexuality, who said 
that ‘‘pastoral ad hoc solu- 
tions which ignore the objec- 
tive immorality of homosex- 
ual acts would reduce our 
sexual ethics to personalistic 
shambles.”’ 

Dignity, a national organi- 
zation which describes itself 
as “‘serving the gay Catholic 
population,’’ will hold its 
second California Regional 
Conference for Golden State 
Dignity Chapters in San 
Diego April 11-13.

series produced jointly by the 
group instead of individually 
for the group. 


“MEMBERS OF all four 
churches met every Tuesday 
evening for a religious dra- 
ma, ‘‘The Trial of the State 
vs. Jesus Christ’’. 


“The cast consisted of a 
prosecutor, a defense attor- 
ney, a judge and a different 
witness each week including 
Simon Peter, Mary Magda- 
lene, Judas Iscariot, Nicode- 
mus and Caiaphas. 


“The people served as the 
jury and ultimately they were 
asked to decide if Christ 
would live or die in their 
lives.”’ 


Though Father Poulsen 
has handled the ecumenical 
activities for Blessed Sacra- 
ment, he said that the pastor, 
Msgr. Patrick O’Dowd, has 
fully supported the activities. 


THE other pastors agreed 
saying, ‘“‘We. could have 
accomplished nothing with- 
out Msgr. O’Dowd’s sup- 
port.’ 

“I’m very pleased with the 
lovely friendships we have 
built up with the neighboring 
churches and their people. 
It’s. wonderful,”’ Msgr. 
O’Dowd said.

Poulsen’s pending reassign- 
ment. 

“THE COUNCIL set up a 
personnel committee to draw 
up a job description to aid in 
selecting my replacement,”’ 
Father Poulsen said. 

“It took two months and 
the job description turned 
into a parish profile describ- 
ing the needs, interests and 
activities of the parishioners. 
The pastors of the other 
churches were asked for their 
ideas too. 

“The final document 
turned over to the diocese 
does not say ‘this is our 
parish and this is what you 
have to be to work here’; it 
says, ‘this is what we are and 
the way we are growing, we 
invite you to join us.’ ”’ 

Father William Ortmann, 
personnel board director, 
said: ‘‘We really welcome 
parish profiles such as this. 
Trends in clergy personnel 
work around the country 
seem to indicate the value of 
using parish profiles to 
acquaint the priests with 
openings. 

“IN FACT one of the 
policy proposals of the Synod 
II priesthood commission 
says that the input of the 
laity in clerical assignments 
is needed to meet the specific 
desires and needs of the 
parish.’’ 

The pastors of the three 
Protestant churches are very 
pleased with the results of 
the past year’s ecumenical 
activities.

Methodist church said: ‘‘The 
relationships that have de- 
veloped between the other 
ministers and myself have 
meant so much to me 
personally. 


“And the understanding 
and appreciation of the 
heritage of other denomina- 
tions has been greatly in- 
creased for my congrega- 
tion.”’ 


ACCORDING to the Rev. 
David Adamcik of Calvary 
Lutheran — church, “my 
people have experienced 
great growth through their 
developing interest in the 
needs and problems of other 
churches.”’ 


The theological openness 
of the activities impressed 
the Rev. Devore. Smith, 


associate pastor of College’ 


Park Presbyterian. ‘“‘As a 
Protestant it was a revelation 
to me to find such an intense 
search for theological cer- 
tainty among Catholics. 


“In joint scripture studies 
and discussion sessions, they 
were really. digging for the 
meaning of what was being 
discussed.”’ 


IF THESE four churches 
haven’t achieved true ecu- 
menism, they seem to have 
made great strides toward 
unity.

Then he delves into the work 
of St. Anselm, an early medieval teacher 
whose ideas are receiving more attention 
now. The writings of St. Thomas Aquinas, 
Kierkegaard and Karl Jung round out this 
study. 


Each essay challenges the reader to use 
his wits to learn about the subject, and to 
learn from the subject. It’s not easy, but it’s 
worth the effort.
